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FOREWORD 

IN  1933  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  inaugurated 
a  series  of  regional  exhibitions  designed  to  present  a  general 
view  of  contemporary  painting  and  prints  produced  in  different 
localities  throughout  the  country.  The  first  exhibition  of  this 
series  was  devoted  to  the  artists  of  Chicago,  the  second  to  those 
of  Philadelphia.  The  third,  which  we  now  present  to  the  pub- 
lic, is  a  group  of  paintings,  watercolors,  and  prints  by  Cleve- 
land artists,  selected  by  the  Museum  as  representing  the 
present-day  work  of  that  city  and  its  vicinity. 

Cleveland  has  long  been  remarkable  among  American  cities 
for  the  whole-hearted  way  in  which  it  has  supported  and  en- 
couraged its  native  artists,  and  for  the  close  relations  between 
them  and  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art.  The  result  of  this 
intelligent  attitude  has  been  the  growth  of  a  local  school  of 
unusual  vitality  and  variety. 

In  determining  who  may  be  considered  a  Cleveland  artist,  we 
have  followed  the  principle  of  including  artists  who  have  long 
been  associated  with  the  city  and  who  continue  to  show  in  the 
annual  exhibitions  at  the  Cleveland  Museum,  even  though 
they  are  not  at  the  present  time  residents  of  the  city. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Cleveland 
Museum  of  Art,  especially  to  its  Director,  Mr.  William 
Mathewson  Milliken,  to  Mr.  Henry  Sayles  Francis,  to  Miss 
Louise  H.  Burchfield,  and  to  Miss  Leona  Prasse,  for  their 
generous  and  efficient  assistance  in  assembling  material  for  the 
exhibition;  also  to  Mr.  Laszlo  Julius  Kubinyi  of  the  Cleveland 
Print  Market,  and  to  Mr.  Kalman  Kubinyi  and  Mr.  W.  LeRoy 
Flint  of  the  Cleveland  Print  Makers,  for  valuable  cooperation 
in  gathering  the  prints;  and  to  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art 
for  the  loan  of  works  from  its  collection.
